Professors  Bob  Day  and  Kathy  Wagner  keep  their  offices 
there,  as  well  as  master  printer  Mike  Kaylor,  who  heads  the  Literary  House  Press  in  the  back 
room.  Three  fellowship  rooms  are  available  for  private  use  by  the  seniors  who  qualify  for  one. 
The  feline  Edith  Wharton  also  has  her  run  of  the  house. 

Par  of  the  Sophi  Kerr  Gift  also  goes  to  fund  the  Sophie  Kerr  Lecture  Series  which  brings  a 
range  of  writers  and  critics  to  speak  on  campus.  Its  first  guest  was  Professor  Frank  Kermode 
and  the  series  continued  with  writers  such  as  Katherine  Anne  Porter,  David  Justice,  Allen 
Ginsberg,  James  Dickey,  J. P.  Donleavy,  John  Barth,  Gwendolyn  Brooks,  Toni  Morrison,  Vaclav 
Havel,  Carolyn  Forche,  and  W.D.  Snodgrass,  to  name  only  a  few.

With  the  defeat  of  the  Bullets,  the  Shoremen  will  head  tc 
the  championship  game  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  They  will  be  playing  Nazareth  College 
Sunday,  May  25th  at  Byrd  Stadium  in  College  Park,  MD.

Volume  71  of  the  Washington  College  Pegasus,  Odyssey  was  published  and  printed  by 
Jostens,  Inc.  at  State  College,  Pennsylvania.  The  theme  and  design  were  created  and 
produced  by  Heather  Pilar  and  Kate  Pagliughi  with  Jostens  representative,  Rich 
Schrenker.  The  book  measures  7  3/4  x  10  1/2  inches.  The  paperstock  is  80  pound 
gloss.    The  cover  was  designed  and  painted  in  watercolor  by  Heather  Pilar,  with 
Aaron  Grayson  in  mind.  It  is  custom  screened  with  overgrain  in  Spanish  1257.  The 
title  is  in  Navy  540. 

The  type  varies  throughout  the  book.  Palatino  is  the  most  frequently  used  font  and 
is  found  on  the  Table  of  Contents,  divider  pages,  sports  stories  and  headlines,  and  for 
most  copy  in  points  between  8  and  42.  Brush  Script  is  used  for  seniors'  names  in  the 
Senior  section.  Blue-green  and  medium  blue  are  used  for  colored  titles  on  the  Table 
of  Contents,  and  blue-green  and  30%  black  are  used  on  the  theme  pages. 

Most  photographs  in  the  book  were  taken  by  staff  members.  Most  photographs 
were  developed  by  Matt  Chambers  or  Kurt  Sommer  in  the  darkroom.  Color  film  was 
developed  at  Rite- Aid  in  Chestertown.  Photos  in  the  senior  section  were  provided  by 
individual  seniors.  Some  photos  in  the  book  were  contributed  by  students  at  Wash- 
ington College.  Page  72,  "WAC  Rugby,"  was  purchased  by  the  Washington  College 
Rugby  Club  and  photos  that  appear  there  were  contributed  by  members  of  that  club. 
Copy  in  the  book  was  written  by  staff  members  except  where  noted. 
The  staff  would  like  to  once  again  express  appreciation  to  everyone  who  contributed 
their  time  and  energy  to  bring  this  volume  together.
